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British Sentiments and Actions 


It is inevitable as a result of the 
mighty upheaval in the world caused 
by the Great War, and the stupendous 
and problems 
‘which must be solved in carrying on 
the work of re-construction, that 
some misconceptions of policies and 
misunderstandings as to motives and 
actions will arise between nations; 
they even arise within individual na- 
tions. It is likewise inevitable, with 
Europe in the condition to which it 
has been brought by war and revolu- 
tion, and with Great Britain as easily 
the most , powerful and ‘financially 
sound of the Old World nations, that 
a great burden of responsibility 
should be thrown upon the Govern- 
ment and people of ‘the British Isles. 
If Britain shirked that responsibility, 
no man could tell what further disas- 
ters and atrocities would overtake the 
world, and Britain would be rightly 
blamed for neglect of duty. Britain 
is not shirking its responsibility, but 
in its endeavor to do the best in an 
almost hopeless and exceedingly diffi- 
cult situation its motives are all too 
frequently misunderstood ‘and its ac- 
tions misrepresented. 

That misconceptions and misunder- 
standings should arise is understand- 
able, because the ultimate success of 
much of the work for. the world 
which Britain is undertaking sre- 
cludes making public the various steps 
by which these policies are being car- 
tied out. Britain today is acting as 
trustee for the rehabilitation of Eur-

Brit- 
ain would gladly be relieved of the 
responsibility if she could, but she 
cannot. She, therefore, “carries on.” 

Enemies of Great Britain, however, 
are not slow in making use of Brit- 
ain’s work for the world to misrepre- 
sent the British people as reaching 
out to grab all they can during this 
re-construction period, while other 
nations are weak and dis-org@nized. 
Especially in the United States,—the 
only other nation_in the world whose 
position is at all comparable to that 
of Britain,—are the enemies of Britain 
endeavoring to create a deep-seated 
suspicion of British motives and ac- 
tions, Britain is represented as. mili- 
taristic, autocratic, selfish and brutal, 
an enemy to all other peoples and 
nations. : 

Recently, the launching of the Brit- 
ish battleship, Hood, was used as a 
text by the Hearst papers to misrep- 
resent Great Britain as threatening 
the. United States, because no other 
navy could even begin to approach in 
size and power to the British Navy. 
But what are the facts? They were 
recently given by Sirg Auckland 
Geddes, British ambassador at Wash- 
ington, in a speech before the Pil- 
grims’ Club of New York, Referring 
to a certain class of United States 
publications, Sir Auckland Geddes 
said: 

“The columns which I read picture 
a grasping, greedy England laying 
violent hands on anything she can 
reach, militaristic in spirit, creating a 
navy to dominate the oceans, That is 
not the-England of fact; that is not 
the England that I, who am not Eng- 
lish, love and admire. That is not the 
spirit which inspires the British Gov- 
ernment, The people of England to- 
day are strongly anti-niilitaristic, lib- 
eral, democratic, seeking no’ quariel, 
jealous of none, hoping for world 
peace and. determined to make great 
sacrifices, if necessary; t6 secure it, 

“Let us look at a few facts. First, 
the navy. When the armistice came 
we had more than 1,000 ships of var; 
ious sizes building or finishing. These 
were mostly small craft, of course, 
But among them were four battle 
cruisers, of which, one, the Hood, was 
fitted out. The moment it was clear 
that the fighting was over the orders 
for over 600 of these ships were can- 
celled and the ships themselves were 
broken up and dispersed.

looked like militarism, or a desire to 
dominate the seven seas? “It is tio 
business of mine,” le added, “to com- 
pare these facts with the correspond- 
ing actions of any other nation, but 
I ask you, who know yoursclves to 
be non-militarist, to contrast them 
with your own national acts if you are 
tempted to think England militarist.” 

England today is a different Eng- 
lafid from what she was before the 
war. During it, she, in commoti with 
the other British peoples, saw a great 
light. At home they are determined 
to mould and are rapidly moulding 
their social organization to secure cer- 
tain clearly defined ends, the first and 
greatest of which is such adjustment 
between capital and labor as will give 
equal opportunitics of health and edu- 
cation and advancement 'to rich and 
poos high and low. The whole coun- 
try is seething with new mental and 
spiritual life, and, in spite of all dif- 
ficulties, believing that their feet are 
on the path to the better ordering of 
human affairs, the British people in- 
tend to go steadily forward to secure 
peace and disarmament in Europe. | 

If the United States had decided 
ere this to take its place in the League 
of Nations and assume its full share 
of the responsibility for the rehab- 
ilitation of the world and the preserv- 
ation of peace, as Great Britain has 
done, perhaps there would be ‘less 
likelihood of Britain’s motives being 
misunderstood. As Sir’ Auckland 
Geddes said in concluding his spevch 
at New York: “If you decide that 
you cannot help, please try to under- 
stand what we are attempting to do 
and how great our burden is.”

The Luxury Tax 


+ 


Ottawa,—Important changes in the 


luxury taxes are pending. In the 


house Sir Henry Drayton, minister of 
finance, indicated some changes he 


intends to propose. In brief they 
are; 

(a) Boots and essential articles of 
clothing to. be taxed 15 percent on the 
excess, jnstead of ten percent on the 
total selling price. 

(b) Expensive furnittre, walking 
sticks and expensive china to be sub- 
ject to luxury tax. They were not 
previously included. 

(c) Exemption limit increased on 
furs, coats, caps, muffs, neckpieces, 
robes and rugs. 

(d) modifications in the tax of 
sporting goods, velveteens, lace and 
velvets, braid, ribbons and carpets. 

Sir Henry did not give formal. no- 
tice of his proposed amendments. 
This will be given later. He, how- 
ever, made it clear to the house that 
the taxes as laid down in the budget 
speech would be still in foree for the 
present. “Nothing said tonight,” he 
declared, “will alter the present law 


until the resolutions have passed the | 


house.” 

Sir Henry suggested that the tax 
on boots, shoes, pumps and slippers 
might be raised from ten to fifteen 
percent on all those costing over $9, 
“the tax to be figured on the excess 
over $9, instead of the total cost. of 
the. articles. 

Sir Henry submitted further am- 
endment in regard to essential articles 
of clothing. Instead of ten percent 
on the full cost, the tax on the fol- 
lowing articles, if present suggestions 
are adopted, will now be fifteen per- 
cent on the excess.

No change, Sir Henry added, was 
proposed on the tax on articles which 
might be regarded as an extravagance 
entirely within the control of the pur- 
chaser. 

Sir Henry proceeded that he pro- 
posed to include walking sticks as 
subject to the luxury tax. Fur coats 
would be exempted up to $200 value, 
instead of $100, as provided in the 
original resolution. 

The exemption on winter fur 
gloves would be increased to $15, on 
ur caps to $15, on muffs and neck- 
pieces to $35 and on robes and rugs 
to $50. Knitted sweaters and sweater 
coats had not been included in the 
original resolution. It was proposed 
to include them now. 

A modification was proposed, Sir 
Henry added, in regard“to the sports 
and games. Articles required for the 
popular games would be exempted 
from tax up to a certain amount, as, 
for instance: baseballs and bats, ex- 
empt up fo $1.25; mitts and gloves, 
exempt to $1.50; skates exempt to $2; 
footballs, exempt to $3; lacrosse sticks 
exempt to $1.50; hockey sticks exempt 
to 75 tents.

Means of Paying 
Our National Debt 


Saskatoon.—A feature of the land 
congress held in the G.W.V.A, under 
the 
land settlement association, was the 
speech of Robert J. C. Stead, director 
of publicity of the department of im- 
migration and colonization, Ottawa. 
He spoke on “Immigration and the 
National Debt.” 

Mr. Stead opened his remarks with 
a statement that the appeal of his 
subject, “Immigration and the Nation- 
al debt,” was not strong, and that im- 
migration should not be approached 


the auspices of Saskatchewan 


from the point of view of paying 
debts. “If the emigrant enters this 
country he naturally assumes his 


share of the national debt, but at 
the same time he also sheds his res- 
ponsibility to the country’ which he 
leaves.” 

Mr. Stead explained that he did 
not come to the congress commis- 
sioned by the minister in’ Ottawa as 
regards anything that he might 
say, but that he was going to express 
his own opinions and did not think 
any the less of them because they 
were his own. 

“Population will not pay the nation- 
al debt,’ he declared. “Greater pro- 
duction is the only means. It is an 
unfortunate fact that under the pres- 
ent high rate of living there is too 
great a laxity to look back and exam- 
ine the cause for such a rate. We are 
living in an age of invention which 
has entered into our whole structure, 
and fabric to a wonderful extent.” 

Mr, Stead, then pointed out that by 
means of the waterways, railroads 
and agricultural machinery, one man 
has been enabled to do the work of 
a thousand since 1860, and that as a 
result of this great advancement, pop- 
ulation began ¥o centralize in the cit- 
ies. 

Markets for the large amount of 
goods then produced were °needed. 
Advertising came into being and the 
element of pergnal salesmanship was 
introduced. Advertisements have a 
peculiar psychological effect under- 
lying them thatyis not considered. It 
is to induce discontent. That may 


sound brutal, but that is what it is. 
To make us discontented with what 
we have got and so we go and pur- 
chase something else. 

Yet the idea is not wrong. The 
most hopeless man in the world is 
the man who lacks discontent, So 
long as discontent is well organizéd 
it is a valuable asset to the commun- 

ity. It is like steam in a boiler, As 
long as it is under control it has 
powerful potentialities, but it is also 
likely to get out of control and blow 
up the boiler. 

Today the cities produce everything 
except foodstuffs. How is that co- 
j incident with the development of the 
agricultural machinery and the open- 
ing up of great tracts of fertile land? 
By these means so far we have been 
able to keep up with the demand,' 
but there comes a point where it must 
stop. 

Pointing out the great strides made 
in production at the outset of the 
war, Mr. Stead said: “With the out- 
break of hostilities it was evident 
at once that men were valueless with- 
out rifles and artillery, cartridges and 
shells. Aside from one rifle factory, 
Canada was practically without plants 
for the manufacture of military sup- 
plies, and the total value of muni- 
tions, shipped from the Dominion 
during the first five months of the 
war was only $28,000. By that time 
Canadians realized the tremendous 
seriousness of the. struggle in which 
they. were engaged. Dreamers, who 
could see nothing more than a six 
months’ war, were disillusionized, and 
every lathe that could turn a shell 
hurriedly adapted to munition 


000,000 worth of munitions and mat- 
erials for war purposes. In 1916, 
$296,000,000 worth; in 1917, $388,000,- 
000 worth, and in 1918—ceasing in 
November—$260,000,000 worth. These 
contributions- demanded the services 
of some 300,00 men and women, so 
that, including those enlisted, those 
engaged in munition work, Canada 
furnished to the direct prosecution of 
the war nearly one-ninth of her pop- 
ulatiori.” :

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Farmers Should Assist 


In Work of Collecting 
Agricultural Statistics 


Amongst the. statistical reforms 
accomplished or inaugurated by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, estab- 
lished in 1918, none is of more im- 
than that which is concern- 
vith agriculture, the deading in- 
vy of Canada, It is essential that 
intile, banking and insurance 
crests should have accurate infor- 
on respecting the country’s an- 
agricultural production, and that 
and = legislators 
volume and direction of the 
untry’s progress, To farmers them 
t is of supreme importance t: 
yw what areas are being devoted 
) particular crops in their own and 
ther countries, how such crops are 
extended or withdrawn from 
tivation, and what is the volume of 
production in one season as compar- 
ed with another, They should, by 
of accurate information on 
ese points, be able to form their 
own judgment as to the local crops 
likely to prove most remunerative. 
Similarly, a knowledge of the num- 
bers of farm live stock, and whether 
these are increasing or decreasing 
from year to year, is important to all 
dealers; and is at least of equal im- 
portance to breeders and producers. 
Moreover Canada as a country adher- 
ing to the International Institute of 
Agriculture at Rome, has undertaken 
to furnish periodical reports on the 
agricultural production of the Dom- 
inion, receiving and publishing in ex- 
change the valuable information res- 
pecting the agricultural production of 
other countries which the Institute 
eolfects and disseminates. 

In. Canada, estimates of agricultural 
Statistics by the Dominion Govern- 
ment have been annually made since 
1908, these estimates having been 
compiled from the returns of crop 
correspondents in percentages of the 
previous year’s data. Except for im- 
mediate and tentative purposes, this 
micthod has now been abandoned as 
iniperfect; and during the past three 
years the annual agricultural statistics 
of the Dominion have been based on 
velurns of areas sown and numbers of 
live stock on the farm, collected from 
jnidividual farmers in the month of 
June. This information is obtained 
by means of a simple cardboard 
schedule, which is distributed to far- 
aners through the agency of the rural 
school teachers and children. The 
«ards, when completed, are first sent 
to the provincial government, who, 
after having them sorted into coun- 
fies or districts, transmits them to the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ot- 
tawa for final compilation into totals 
by adding machinery. 

The figures thus collected form a 
fairly sure basis for estimating the 
totals according to the ratio which 
subsists between the total number of 
farms and the returns actually. re- 
ceived. After harvest and threshing, 
estimates are obtained from crop 
correspondents of the average yicld 
per acre, which multiplied by the 
areas, give the total yiclds. The total 
yields, when multiplied by the aver- 
age values per unit, give the total 
values. The final results are adjusted 
afier consultation between the Dom- 
inion and provincial authorities, and 
identical figures are then released for 
simultaneous publication by the Do- 
miinion governments, the former pub- 
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lishing the figures for each province, | 


and for the whole of Canada, and the 
Jatier publishing the figures in and 
for their respective provinces, and in 
niost cases by local counties or crop 
districts as well. There is in one or 
two cases some variation of proce- 
dure.

ature is that division of labor is 
mutually agreed upon, and the results 
obtained are identical; so that the 
conflict of figures which used to char- 
acterize the government agricultural 
Statistics of Canada is now happily a 
thing of the past. Similar procedure 
is applied to the numbers of farm 
live stock as classified by ages, and 
information as to the number of liv- 
ing animals on the farm in June is 
collected on the same cards as used 
for crops. The system was applied 
experimentally for the first time in 
June, 1917, in four provinces, in 1918 
and 1919 it was extended to all the 
nine provinces of Canada. The pro- 
portion of returns has varied from 
about 21 to 59 percent of the total 
number of farms, except in two of 
the western provinces fast year, 
where the proportion fell below the 
minimum in consequence of the dis- 
location of arrangements by the Win- 
nipeg strike. 

As the time is now approaching for 
the collection of this year’s returns 
of the areas sown and the numbers 
of farm animals, it is desirable to call 
the serious attention of farmers to 
the duty of filling up the simple sche- 
dule required, Any farmer who does 
not receive a_card by the middle of 
June should apply for one either to 
the school teacher in his school dis- 
trict, to the Agricultural Department 
of his province, or to the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa. 

It is the aim of the Dominion and 
provincial statistical authorities to 
secure an annual return from every 
individual farmer in the Dominion. 
The issue of trustworthy annual agri- 
cultural statistics is important for all 
classes of interests in Canada, but to 
none is it of greater importance than 
to farmers theniselves,; who otherwise 
carry on their industry in the dark, 
and are liable to be victimized by un- 
scrupulous traders. It is impossible 
to prevent, were it desirable to do%So, 
the estimates of annual grain and 
meat production and consequently it 
is to the interest of the rural com- 
munity that statistics relating to their 
industry should be accurate and trust- 
worthy and be put forth on indepen- 
dent and unbiased authority. No 
individual returns are published, and 
the information collected is not used 
in any way for taxation purposes. It 
is confidently expected that as farm- 
ers become better acquainted with the 
system organized for their benefit 
and realize the practical value to 
themselves of accurate agricultural 


statistics there will be a continuous | 


increase in the proportion of returns. 
Meanwhile, it should be remembered 
that whatever degree of error may at- 
tach to the figures issued is attribut- 
table to the estimate that has to be 
made from the actual retufns, In 
fact any imperfection of the system 
is due to the extent to which farmers 
whether from apathy, negligence or 
mistaken prejudice, make default, In 
proportion as the number of returns 
is increased and the necessity for cs- 
timation is in consequence reduced, 
will the risk of error be eliminated 
and the greater accuracy of the totals 
be established,

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Plan Irrigatién Project 
-- For Saskatchewan 


Cost of Proposed Scheme Will Be 
One Million Dollars 


Further evidence of how the prairie 
farmer now regards irrigation in the 
west, and another instance of the 
general demand for extended schemes 
comes from the southwestern corner 
of the province of Saskatchewan, 
where a petition has been prepared 
for the launching of a new irrigatio 
projéct under the provisions of the 
newly passed irrigation act. The 
scheme is to cost approximately on 
million dollars, and will be easily the 
largest project of its kind attempted 
in Saskatchewan, embracing 125,004 
acres, Furthermore, it is stated that 
it will prove one of the cheapest irti- 
gation schemes on the American con- 
tinent, the estimated cost being less 
than $9 per acre, whereas others have 
cost as high as $50 per acre. 

The schemes involves the diversion 
of the Battle and Boulanger Creeks 
into Davis Lake, and the construction 
of a dam four miles west of the lake 
across the White Mud Valley in the 
vicinity of the Maple Creek trail 
south into Montana, The natural to- 
pography and geographical features 
of the country make the project easy 
and economical from the engineering 
point of view, The proposed dam 
across the valley will be approxim- 
ately 250 in height, built of concrete, 
and will cross the full width of -the 
valley. 

Three channels are to be cut front 
the south side of the lake, forming 
main irrigation canals through the 
country down to the Lethbridge- 
Weyburn line of the C.P.R., and pro- 
viding for watgring the crops through 
the country north of Consul, Vidora, 
and Robsart, While this is the ex- 
tent of the scheme as at present out- 
lined, it is stated that it would be pos- 
sible to extend it farther to provide 
for irrigation of considerable tracts 
of country farther south. 


Enterprising Iceland 


Is Modern Land, But Has No Rail- 
ways or Street Cars. 

Mrs. Jonasson, of Reykjavik,  Ice- 
land, has been shopping on a large 
scale in New. York for her chain of 
four stores in Hafnarfjord, Isafjerd, 
and the Icelandic capital, and“natural- 
ly enough, a reporter has been-inter- 
viewing her. The Evening Post of 
New York prints the interview, and 
the reader gets an interesting picture 
of modern Iceland, where “there are 
no railways and no street cars, but 
there are lots of automobiles, and 
where they cannot go the people ride 
on horseback.” One expects strange- 
ness, arid ceriainly a land = without 
railways or street cars answers the 
expectation; but in other ways Ice- 
land appears rather surprisingly: like 
other countries, The motion picture 
theatre is there; “legitimate drama” 
has its playhouses, with a public in- 
terested in the plays of Ibsen and 
Bjornson”; ‘the department store is 
part of the everyday life of the peo- 
ple; although the “very American 
methods,’ with telephones, cash re- 
gisters, and other paraphernalia. of 
these miscellaneous, bazaars that char- 
acterize the chain of stores operated 
by Mrs. Jonasson and her partner, 
Miss Halldorsson, doubtless are de- 
rived from the 16 years that Mrs, 
Jonasson lived in Canada before she, 
returned to Iceland, some 14 years 
ago, and® began organizing them. 
Swimming, she told the reporter, is 
one of the principal sports. of the 
country—but not in the ocean, for 
nature has provided hot springs 
where the Icelanders do their swim- 
ming. As for the climate, it is “mild 
in summer and actually there is only 
one month of snow in winter.” As 
elsewhere, the children wend their 
way to schools and high schools, but 
never do theiy have to pass a saloon, 
coming and going, for Iceland is a 
country of very effective prohibition.

It is now autumn on Mas, and the 
first snowfall of the season on the 
planet was announced in a telegram 
received at Harvard college ob;+rv- 
atory from Prof. Wm.

Many Valuable Uses 
May be Found For 
Western Flax Straw 


In the bureau of standards at 


Washington, there will soon begin a 
series of experiments on flax straw 
from Western Canada which might be 
of inestimable importance in the fu- 


ture development of flax growing in 
the west, Chief among the objects 
held in view by the experimenters is 
that of demonstrating, if possible, the 
feasibility of making paper from this 
straw. Some kinds of paper have al- 
ready been made, but it is hoped that, 
on account of the dearness of news- 
print and the desirability of prevent- 
ing too great an inroad on the forest 
resources of Canada, some method 
may be found of using this product 
for the manufacture of a pulp from 
which newsprint can be made. 

A shipment of flax straw is now 
leaving the west for Washington, In 
the west nearly two million acres 
have been devoted to the growing of 
flax for secd, the climate being hither- 
to regarded as not exactly right for 
the flax fibre, Hundreds of thousands 
of tons—some say as much as two 
million tons of the straw fibre—have 
been burned every year, a loss which 
in places like Ircland seems sinful, 
Various suggestions have been made 
as to the use of this straw, one man 
demonstrating that a good cooking 
and heating gas can be obtained from 
it. Another that twine for use on the 
farms of Canada could be developed, 
and still another that it can be used 
in manufacture of crash _ toweling, 
crash rags, portieres, etc. The latter 


Testing Eggs 

When the freshness of an egg is 
doubtful, break each one separately 
in a cup before mixing them together. 
To ascertain the freshness of eggs 
without breaking them put them in a 
solution madé of two ounces’ of salt 
to one pint of water. A fresh egg 
sinks, an egg a few days old has a 
tendency to rise a little in the liquid, 
while a stale egg floats on top. 


industry has been developed already 
to a small extent, the linen manufac- 
tured from this western straw being 
mixed with 80 per cent. of cotton. 

The manufacture of. paper, how- 
ever, is the chief aim of the experti- 
menters for the utilization of straw 
which now goes to waste in a great 
part of the west. Last year in the 
house, Mr. S. Frank Glass, member 
for Middlesex East, who has preach- 
ed the flax industry in season and out 
of season for years, exhibited a fine 
quality of paper produced from 
western flax. This paper was’ suitable 
for making bank notes, but it is hop- 
ed to get cheaper paper, such as 
newsprint paper as well, although the 
possibility of success in this direction 
now rests on the lap of the gods. If 
this venture is a success, and small 
mills for making pulp of this straw 
come to be built in Western Canada 
as a result of the demonstrations, 
there is little doubt but that the flax- 
growing industry in the west would 
grow by leaps and bounds. 

In addition to amount received 
from ‘the flax seed, the western 
grower would reap a return for the . 
straw as well. < 

Dr. A. B: MacCallum, of the re- 
search council, would express, no 
opinion as to the prospects off®hc- 
cess, saying that he wished to raise 
no hope which might be disappointed 
later. However, shipments would not 
have been made if there ' was not 
ground for believing some good re- 
sults would follow. 


Ontario Eggs go to Old Country 

Seven carloads of Ontario eggs 
were shipped last week to Great Bri- 
tain. Last year Ontario eggs made 
an enviable reputation on the English 
market, selling at a premium as high 
as twenty-four cents over those of 
their nearest competitor, the United 
States, This was largely due to the 
rigid system of inspection at points

A Good Year’s Growth 


Increase of Assets Was Nearly 31 

Million Dollars, While Deposits 
Increased $24,900,000 

Lhe annual statement of the Mer- 
chants Bank of Canada, for the year 
ending April 30th, shows a remark- 
able increase both in the volume of 
business and in the strength and 
character of the assets, as well as in 
the profits derived by the sharchold- 
ets of the Bank. 

The total amount of assets is now 
in excess of 197 million dollars, being 
an increase of nearly 31 million dol- 
lars for the year. About $2,000,000 
of this increase is not accompanied 
by any increase of liabilities to the 
public, being due to the issue of $1,- 
400,000 of capital stock, now fully paid 
up, and to the increase of the Rest 
Fund by $700,000 of premium on the 
new stock, and $700,000 out of profits.

Against its total public liabilities of 
just under 180 million dollars, the 
Bank holds quick assets amounting 
to over seventy-two. and a half mil- 
lion dollars, or a ratio of nearly 40.81 
percent. 

In spite of the strength of its liquid 
position, the Bank is doing an_im- 
mense amount of work for the assist- 
ance of current business in Canada, 
as is shown in the current loans and 
discounts in the Dominion, which now 
total $113,198,913. 

Net profits for the year were the 
greatest in the history of the Bank, 
amounting to $1,686;156, an increase 
of $300,000 over the previous year. 
A bonus of 1 percent. was added to 
the regular 12 percent. dividend, so 
that the total-distribution to the 
sharcholders amounted to $1,060,286, 
while $700,000 was added to the Rest 
Fund, and $100,000 was written off 
Premises Account, the balance carried 
forward being $260,774. 

The average amount of stock rank- 
ling for dividend during’the year was 
j}about $9,200,000, so that*the average 
earnings were at the rate of about 
20.48 percent., but the capital employ- 
‘ed in producing these earnings was 
not only the paid-up stock, but also 
the corresponding amount of Rest 
Fund, which is similarly the property 
of the shareholders, 

The entire statement reflects the 
highest credit upon the directors, 
headed by Sir H, Montagu Allan, and 
the General Manager, Mr, D. C. Mat- 
arow.
